Statement  of  regulations  governing  emj)loyes  in  regard  to  these 
crossings : 

Every  engine  must  be  brought  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing  the 
track  of  any  railroad,  at  a  distance  not  exceeding  four  hundred  feet 
from  the  same. 

When  approaching  railroad  crossings  or  other  hazardous  points, 
steam  must  be  shut  off  at  least  a  mile  distant,  and  the  speed  of  all 
trains  must  be  reduced  so  as  to  bring  them  certainly  within  control  of 
the  engineer.  The  conductor  and  all  the  trainmen,  upon  all  trains, 
must  be  at  the  brakes  at  least  one  mile  before  reaching  such  points, 
ready  to  apply  the  brakes  instantly  when  the  whistle  sounds.  Upon 
passenger  trains,  if  the  air  brake  is  found  not  to  be  working  efliciently, 
the  brakes  must  be  applied  by  hand,  and  the  train  must  be  held  under 
such  control  as  surely  to  prevent  running  over  before  stopping. 

Engineers  must  have  the  engine  bell  rung,  in  all  cases,  before  the 
engine  is  put  in  motion,  and  always  at  least  eighty  rods  before  reach- 
ing  a  public  road  crossing,  and  until  it  is  passed,  and  when  passing 
through  station  yards,  or  whenever  any  person  is  seen  on  or  near  the 
tiack  in  front  of  the  engine.  At  least  eighty  rods  distant  from  every 
public  road  crossing,  whether  it  be  under,  over  or  on  a  level  with  the 
railway,  they  must  give  the  crossing  signal  by  whistle,  and  about  one 
mile  before  arriving  at  each  station  they  will  give  one  long  whistle. 

When  they  receive  a  signal  to  stop  they  must  at  once  call  for  brakes, 
whistling  off  brakes  immediately  after  if  necessary. 

They  must  avoid  all  unnecessary  use  of  the  whistle,  reserving  it  so 
far  as  possible,  for  cases  of  danger. 

They  will  allow  no  person  to  ride  upon  the  engines  or  tenders,  ex¬ 
cept  the  chief  engineer,  assistant  engineers  and  superintendents,  train 
dispatchers,  road  and  division  masters,  or  master  machinists,  unless 
they  have  permission  of  the  superintendent,  or  in  cases  of  storms  or 
accidents. 

They  will  not  permit  the  firemen  to  operate  the  engines,  except 
when  they  are  themselves  present  upon  them.  Both  engineer  and 
fireman  must  remain  upon  the  engine  while  it  is  at  work. 

Engineers  and  conductors  must  report  full  particulars  of  all  acci¬ 
dents  or  injuries  received  by  their  engines  or  trains,  to  the  heads  of 
their  respective  departments,  immediately  upon  arriving  at  the  end  of 
their  trip.  If  disabled  on  the  way  and  cannot  proceed,  they  must  first 
protect  their  trains,  as  directed  in  rule  2,  and  then  report  forthwith, 
by  the  best  means  in  their  power,  to  the  nearest  head  station,  for  assis¬ 
tance,  when  all  necessary  hands  must  turn  out  to  render  the  assistance 
required.

On  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  187-1,  this  company  entered  into  a 
contract  with  William  H.  Bines,  representing  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railroad  Company,  to  complete  the  Qnarryville  section  or 
branch,  as  a  railroad  of  the  gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  a  half  inches, 
and  on  the  same  day  executed  a  lease  of  the  said  Quarryville  section 
or  blanch,  to  the  Reading  and  Columbia  Railroad  Company,  for  a 
term  of  nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine  years,  to  take  effect  from  and 
after  the  completion  of  the  work  of  construction  under  the  contract 
aforesaid.  The  work  of  construction  was  completed  under  the  con¬ 
tract  aforesaid  on  the  twelfth  day  of  May,  1875,  and  the  lease  to  the 
Reading  and  Columbia  Railroad  Company  went  into  oxieration  on 
that  date. 

The  Reading  and  Columbia  Railroad  Company  pays  the  interest  on 
the  bonds  or  obligations  of  the  said  Quarryville  section  or  branch, 
amounting  to  $350,000,  secured  by  mortgage,  and  all  taxes  and  assess¬ 
ments  in  addition  to  said  interest,  and  is  also  to  make  provision  for  the 
payment,  renewal,  or  extension  of  the  principal  of  the  debt  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  said  outstanding  obligations.  The  Reading  and  Colum¬ 
bia  Railioad  Company  bas  entire  control  of  the  transportation,  opera¬ 
tion  and  maintenance  of  the  leased  road,  and  retains  seventy  per 
cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  accruing  from  all  the  trade,  travel,  mail 
service,  business  and  commerce  of  every  kind,  for  the  said  purposes, 
and,  alter  paying  the  interest  and  taxes  on  the  obligations,  amount¬ 
ing  to  $350,000,  out  of  the  remaining  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  said  gross 
receipts,  is  to  account  to  the  Lancaster  and  Reading  Narrow  Gauiie 
Railroad  Company  for  the  surplus.  Monthly  reports  of  the  earnings 
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and  expenditures  of  the  road  are  to  be  made  to  the  Lancaster  and 
Reading  Narrow  Gauge  Railroad  Company,  and  settlements  are  to  he 
made  every  six  months.  No  surplus  has  been  accounted  for  under 
the  said  terms  of  the  lease.

Note. — In  pursuance  of  the  act  of  March  23,  1865,  the  cai^ital  stock  was  fixed  at 
the  sum  therein  mentioned,  viz.  :  850,000,  with  the  right  to  make  the  increase  al¬ 
lowed  by  the  said  act.  Such  increase  was  allowed  within  a  limit  prescribed  by 
former  acts  referred  to  in  the  act  of  March  23,  1865,  viz.  :  8300,000. 

An  increase  of  sixteen  thousand  shares  was  afterwards  authorized  by  the  stock¬ 
holders,  but  the  shares  were  to  be  issued  for  a  specific  purpose  only. 

Twelve  thousand  shares  were  issued,  but  this  issue  and  the  subscription  therefor 
were  subsequently  cancelled.

Statement  of  regulations  governing  employes  in  regard  to  these 
crossings : 

Crossing  watchmen  are  required  to  stand  fairly  on  the  crossing  on 
the  approach  of  a  train  or  engine,  and  must  give  warning  to  persons 
on  foot  and  to  the  drivers  of  street  cars,  wagons  and  other  vehicles  in 
ample  time  to  prevent  them  from  attempting  to  cross  until  the  engine 
or  train  has  passed.  They  must  not  in  any  case  give  signal  to  the 
drivers  of  street  cars  to  proceed,  but  must  give  such  a  signal  to  the 
drivers  of  every  other  class  of  vehicles,  when  the  crossing  is  clear  for 
them  to  pass.

They  must  commence  using  the  light 
as  early  in  the  evening  as  may  be  required  to  make  their  signals  clearly 
observable.

The  rates  of  tolls  between  Fairmount  and  certain  other  places  are 
designated  in  the  annexed  schedule  A.  In  all  other  cases  tolls  will 
be  charged  as  follows; — 

All  articles  carried  ten  miles  and  under  shall  pay  twenty-five  cents 
per  ton,  except  where  this  amount  shall  exceed  six  and  one-fourth 
cents  per  ton  on  the  ascertained  tonnage  of  the  vessel  for  any  lock 
passed  below  Reading,  or  four  cents  per  ton  above  Reading.  In  such 
cases  these  last-mentioned  rates  will  be  charged. 

For  any  distance  beyond  ten  miles,  one  cent  per  ton  per  mile  addi¬ 
tional  will  be  charged,  until  the  highest  rate  is  reached,  as  follows  : — 

On  articles  of  the  first-class,  not  more  than  one  dollar  per  ton  for 
any  distance ;  on  articles  of  the  second  class  not  more  than  seventy- 
five  cents  j)er  ton  for  any  distance  ;  on  articles  of  the  third  class,  not 
more  than  fifty  cents  per  ton  for  any  distance. 


Toll  on  Boats. 


The  toll  authorized  by  the  charter  of  the  company  is  six  and  one- 
fourth  cents  per  ton  for  every  lock  passed  below  Reading,  and  four 
cents  per  ton  for  every  lock  passed  above  Reading,  on  the  ascertained 


tonnage  of  the  vessel ;  and  these  rates  will  be  charged  against  every 
boat ;  but  conditional  permits  will  be  issued  to  boats  which  may  be 
navigated  in  strict  conformity  to  law,  and  to  the  regulations  of  the 
company,  at  the  following  rates  : — 

Boats  carrying  cargo  which  has  paid  twenty-five  dol¬ 
lars  or  more  for  tolls, . .  ■  ■  Free. 

Boats  unladen,  or  with  cargo  -which  has  paid  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  for  tolls  ; — 

For  ten  miles  or  under .  $2  00 

Between  ten  and  thirty  miles, .  d  00 

Between  thirty  and  fifty  miles, .  5  00 

For  any  distance  beyond  fifty  miles, .  I  00 

Any  violation  of  the  law  or  regulations  for  using  the  canal,  and  for 
the  protection  of  the  works  of  the  company,  will  render  the  boat 


liable  to  an  additional  toll  not  exceeding  the  full  charter  rate,  and  to 
detention  of  boat  and  cargo  until  such  toll  is  paid. 

Boats  seventeen  feet  six  inches  wide  and  one  hundred  feet  long,  or 
thereabouts,  ascending  the  canal,  will  not  be  iiermitted  to  pass  the 
locks  with  a  draught  of  water  exceeding  four  feet.  Ascending  boats 
not  exceeding  fifteen  feet  six  inches  wide,  by  ninety-two  feet  long. 
Avill  be  permitted  to  pass  the  locks  wuth  a  draught  not  exceeding  five 
feet.  In  passing  the  locks,  boats  shall  have  precedence  of  rafts. 
Rafts  not  complying  with  this  regulation  will  be  charged  the  full 
charter  rates. 


Masters  of  boats  will  be  required  to  present  bills  of  lading  or  mani¬ 
fest  of  their  cargoes  in  duplicate  to  the  collectors  or  lock-tender  at  the 
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time  of  applying  for  a  permit.  One  copy  of  the  Ihll  of  lading  will  be 
retained  by  the  agent  of  the  company  and  the  other  by  the  captain  of 
the  vessel ;  which  latter  bill  ot  lading  shall  at  any  other  time  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  inspection  by  the  agents  of  the  company  during  the  passage  of 
the  boat  to  its  place  of  destination.  Failure  on  the  part  of  masters  of 
boats  to  make  correct  returns  of  their  cargoes  will  subject  the  lading 
to  full  rates  as  authorized  by  law. 

By  an  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  April  17,  1546,  it  is  provided  that  if 
any  person  engaged  in  transporting  coal,  iron,  lumber,  orother  articles 
of  merchandise,  or  any  property  whatsoever,  on  any  river,  canal  or 
lailioad,  shall  sell,  pledge,  or  dispose  ot  tliesame,  or  any  part  thereof, 
Avithout  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof,  he  shall,  on  conviction,  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punished  by  a  tine  of  not  less 
than  fifty  nor  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  also  by  an  impris¬ 
onment  in  the  jail  of  the  proper  county  for  not  less  Ihan  twenty  days, 
nor  more  than  one  year,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  And  any  per¬ 
son  who  shall  knowingly  purchase  any  such  property  from  any  trans¬ 
porter  thereof,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  shall  be  liable  to 
pay  such  owner  double  the  value  of  the  property  so  purchased.
